The * Lake > County Safely 
Commission has announced 
that they have notified, the 
State Highway Department. 
oT the unsafe eondition„of 
the shoulders of state-main- 
taincd roads in the county. . 

The- Safety .Commission, in 
a letter, staled that this su- 
jeet was discussed at their 
October meeting, and "it. was 
their unanimous opinion (halt 
the Highway Division left 
much to be desired in this 
area." 

"There have been loo many 
instances of late," the letter, 
continues, "where cars go out 
of control due to -the drop 
of the shoulder in relation to 
the slab. Fatalities have oc- 
curred iiv some cases. We 
would dislike lite thought 
that' the Highway Division 
was the causative factor in a 
fatal accident due to failure 
to properly maintain the 
shoulders. At litis time of 
year, when highways arc wet 
and slick, a car driven over 
some of our too narrow high- 
ways run off the slab with 
two wheels, and in attempt- 
ing to get back on the road, 
goes out of control when the 
wheels strike the edge of Hie 
pavement. 

"Certainly (he life of one 
motorist cannot be .equated 
with the cost or a minor 
maintenance operation of this 
type. We urge you to take 
immediate and appropriate 
action in- this matter," the 
letter said.

* Notwithstanding the defi- 
eiejicies and sharp criticism 
leveled at the. politically and 
poorly administered poverty 
program, lite Congress passed 
a bill designed to extend eco- 
nomic opportunity to addi- 
tional Americans (1I.R..8283). 
This legislation with its multl: 
pie aspects includes funds for 
Head SU;rl projects to aid dis- 
advantaged children , from 
ages 3 to fi, neighborhood 
community' projects for 
school drop-outs, work camps 
for young* men and women, 
and loan and grant programs 
to expand educational oppor- 
tunities of youngsters from 
poor' families. . 

The Congress also passed 
the Appalaehia Regional De- 
velopment Acl ( S. .3). The 
theory behind this enactment 
is that by constructing high- 
ways and _other facilitle's, 
prosperity can be brought lo 
those residing near the aban- 
doned coal fields and in the 
mountainous areas of tliis 13- 
stntc region ofr the East. The 
price tag is more,' than. $t 
billion. 

After years of debating the 
subject, the Congress estab- 
lished a new Executive De- 
partment known as Ihe De- 
partment of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (H,R. 6027). 
This is intended to provide- 
Federal service . for cities 
comparable to the service 
which the Department of 
Agriculture provides for rural 
America. However, the bill 
does little more than to cre- 
ate a new Secretary in Ihe 
President's Cabinet and to 
give" the Federal Housing 
Authority a more prestigious 
title. 

An appropriation of $90- 
m|lllon was authorized under 
S. .1588 to establish a high 
speed surface transportation 
facility along the East Coast

In thefalj, about the time 
the black-eyed susan fades, 
and turns brown, a si range 
malady affects certain men in 
the community. They got a 
wild look in their eyes; make 
strange sounds by blowing 
into a hollowed-out piece of 
wood with a Ihin flap- of 
plastic or beryllium copper 
(called a reed) in its innards; 
spend too much time out in 
the marsh cutting weeds and 
attaching them lo a fabrica- 
tion of slats of wood called 
a blind, and (hey come home 
smelling like an Indian who 
has been pickled in an elhyl 
solution. Their conversa- 
tion" is mostly about blocks, 
stools, rigs and retrievers. 
Some of them even grow a 
beard and let their hair grow 
-lohg-and-malt(id-(uoU-unlike_ 
(he Beatles) to make them- 
selves more invisible to the 
quarry. 

For yea! the wildfowling 
season -is soon upon us; and 
it. will strike . down some 
among-US-_as_surely and as 
virulently a.*; Ihe flu bug does 
some, and the ragweed pollen 
does others, .But have no 
fears, girls . The infection 
will pass with the closing of 
the duck season and your 
guy will return to normal — 
normarGoing "as he was be- 
fore^, unlii the next year. 

Duck hunters' are a fra- 
ernity wilh a very strong 
loyalty lo their guild. They'll 
work themselves almost to 
exhaustion in preparations 
preliminary to getting in a 
few shots tit a passel of poor 
unsuspecting bir.ds who are 
just' trying lo get out of Ihe 
cold. 

Their hands will turn raw 
and gel frost bij ten as they 
put oul (heir "blocks" (decoy 
diickSj girls) in suitable stools 
every morning before the 
siioot, and taking them in 
again in Iho evening alter the 
day's* shooting closes down. 
This is very important in the* 
.takin g of ducks, for a hunter 
must set. out an enticliTgTifir 
wilh from to 10 dozens of 
decoys if he is to lure one 
of thes e "Ei ristcihs'' (smart 
old. ducks, girls): within -the 
range of his gun. And the 
pattern in which they are set 
oul, as well as the species 
used, is all -important; and.it 
changes, -from .day. to day. 
even as dees the wind. Of 
Course Ihe deeqys must look 
as : natural as Ihe real .ftle- 
Coyirsay some, whereas _ ol If 
crs vehemently insist lliiil 
these same smarties can be 
fooled untn their demise- by 
just a rough imitation. 

One group of wild fowlers 
uses the old market hunters' 
"pipe" decoy set-up, eonsisl-. 
ing of goose, duck and coot 
decoys: In this system, de- 
coys! are placed on Ihe water 
in the form, of a calabash 
pipe, wilh the bowl in front 
and to the side of the huiit- 
or's blind, with Ihe stem go- 
iug almost straight away, 
Another set-up Is kuowii as 
the pot-hole spread, and has 
nothing to do with pots. .Still 
another school of thought 
just-losses their' blocks out 
on the wider heller skelter, 
wilh no special forni or pat- 
tern.
